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Sen. Green, Delegates to Try to Obtain 
Traffic Light at Mandan Rd. Crossing

Greenbelt’s city council, during its regular meeting on 
February 6, considered the wished-for traffic light at Man- 
dan and Greenbelt Road, county action relating to sewer 
service for the proposed Northridge residential develop- 
mant, a position description for the new Deputy Police 
Chief position ,and proposed uses for revenue sharing and 
other city funds during the coming fiscal year. 


Councilmember Thomas White 
proposed that council initiate a 
meeting with Maryland's Secre¬ 
tary of Transportation Lowell 
Bridwell regarding the continuing 
refusal of the State Highway 
Administration (SHA) to install 
a traffic light at the intersection 
of Mandan and Greenbelt Roads. 
During discussion following the 
proposal. City Manager James 
Giese reported on a conversation 
with County Councilmember 
Richard Castaldi, who recom¬ 
mended that the city back off 
from the issue for now to give 
State Senator Leo Green and 
other members of the county's 
legislative delegation a chance 
to try to resolve the problem 
during the current session of the 
■General Assembly. Giese said 
that he is also trying to analyze 
new traffic survey results to see 
whether further arguments can 
be made to SHA for the light. 
The Board of Education is also 
tackling the problem, he noted, 
by asking for a “school crossing” 
light. 

White insisted that the SHA 
decision cries out for reevalua^* 
tion. He cited the school crossing 
situation, the poor lines of sight 
for motorists, and the ban on 
occupancy of the Green Holly 
Woods townhouse development 
until a light is in place. White 
said that these factors should be 
tied together in a letter to SHA 
with copies to the legislators. 
Council agreed unanimously with 
White's proposal. 

Shortly after this council meet¬ 
ing, the city learned that its late 
January refusal to free the Green 
Holly Woods developer from the 
traffic light stipulation had been 
overruled by the Prince Georges 
County Planning Board. On Feb¬ 
ruary 9, after a hearing on the 
issue that same day, the plan-

Greenbelt Consumers Coopera¬ 
tive, the new Co-op organized 
to save our Co-op Supermarket, 
Pharmacy and Service Station, 
has started its membership drive. 
According to Mike Burehick, who 
is heading up the drive, the 
100th member of the new Co-op 
signed on Monday, February 20, 
By that time over $9,300 in 
membership and loan capital had 
been received, and more than $500 
had been contributed to help with 
organization expepnses. 

In addition, many of the new 
members are signing requests to 
transfer their membership capi¬ 
tal and stock in the old Co-op 


ning board approved the final 
plat for the development after 
removing the installation of the 
traffic light as a condition for 
occupancy. The planning board 
reasoned that the traffic light 
authority lies with SHA, that 
neither the developer nor the 
board can require the placement 
of the light, and that it appears 
the developer has tried to obtain 
the light but has been unable to 
convince SHA. 

The city has learned infor¬ 
mally from George Brugger, the 
developer's attorney, that the en¬ 
gineering firm of Greenhome and 
O'Mara is preparing a study to 
see if the additional traffic to be 
generated by Green Holly Woods 
would raise traffic counts high 
enough to meet SHA require¬ 
ments for a traffic light. Brugger 
also told the city that the de¬ 
veloper will continue efforts to 
obtain the light. 

Northridge 

Giese told council that the 
County Council has enacted a 
resolution to make water and 
sewer services available to the 
proposed Northridge develop¬ 
ment on Parcel 4 within one to 
two years. Parcel 4, adjacent to 
Research Road in the north end 
of the city, is proposed for sub¬ 
division to permit the construc¬ 
tion of ten singlenfamily free¬ 
standing homes. 

Deputy Police Chief 

Giese asked council to approve 
a position description for the new 
position of Deputy Chief of Po¬ 
lice. The person selected is in¬ 
tended to become the city's new 
police chief when the present 
chief, William T. Lane, retires 
at the end of June. Council ap¬ 
proved the description, but only 
after getting assurances from 
Giese that the job of deputy 
chief will not continue in exist- 


to the new Co-op. It appears that 
the ojd Co-op will be able to 
transfer the membership capital 
readily, but the stock may not, be 
transferable at this time. 

However, an effort is being 
made to use that stock as col¬ 
lateral for a loan to the new 
Co-op from the old Co-op. The 
new Co-op would apply this to¬ 
ward the purchase price of the 
old Co-op's assets. 

Time for the regular Friday 
night meetings of the new Co-op 
has been changed to 7:30 p.m. 
The place is still the same—the 
Greenbelt Homes Board Room 
on Hamilton Place. All interested 
people are invited to attend.

GHI Board 
Implications

A review of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. maintenance 
rules and regulations, a go- 
ahead to negotiate with the 
Federal National Mortgage 
Association, and a lengthy 
discussion on the placement 
of sheds in yards before, af¬ 
ter and during Phase II re¬ 
hab occupied the GHI Board 
at its regular meeting on 
February 9. 

General Manager Shakar Nar- 
asimhan described the status of 
GHI's application for project 
approval from the Federal Nsv- 
tional Mortgage Association, 
known as Fannie Mae, the second 
largest secondary mortgage pur¬ 
chaser in the United States. GHI 
and the lender, Goldome Realty, 
are interested in securing Fannie 
Mae approval. FNMA requires 
a warranty which includes sev¬ 
eral provisions which present 
some difficulties for GHI under 
its present operating and legal 
structure. Among these require¬ 
ments are that 1) the corpora¬ 
tion guarantee that Fannie Mae 
would not suffer losses on any 
purchase of a GHI unit; 2) allow 
Fannie Mae permission to sublet 
;.n unit in its possession; 3) re¬ 
quire Fannie Mae consent for 
material changes in the bylaws. 
Shakar summarized the board 
response options: to accept these 
requirements in their entirety; 
reject totally; or negotiate. He 
recommended the latter since 
Fannie Mae approval would sub¬ 
stantially increase the availa¬ 
bility of financing for buyers of 
GHI homes. The board agreed that 
management should attempt to 
reach agreement with Fannie 


concern about the co-op board's 
decision to sell its food stores 
and gas stations. According to 
Chairman Joe Isaacs, speaking 
on behalf of S.O.S., “Our citizens 
must be heard from if we are to 
demonstrate to the GCI board 
that they must reconsider their 
decision or, at least, provide an 
adequate amount of time for oth¬ 
ers to be able to assume the 
services.” 

The committee is now provid¬ 
ing, through post cards and a 
clip-out ad in this newspaper, pe¬ 
titions to be filled nut and re¬ 
turned to the committee for for¬ 
warding to the co-op board. The 
post cards are being distributed 
by various civic and homeowner 
associations in the city. Neigh¬ 
borhood groups participating in 
this petition drive are Windsor 
Green, Greenbriar, Woodland 
Hills, Lakewood, Boxwood, Green¬ 
belt Homes, Springhill Lake and 
Charlestowne Village. Additional 
post cards and accompanying 
flyers will be located in the lobby 
of the Municipal Building, the 
library, Golden Joe's Carry Out 
in the Center, the Springhill Lake 
Community Center and the 
Springhill Lake Pharmacy, Drop 
boxes for depositing cards or the 


Mae. Board member Don Volk 
summed it up—the guarantee 
of losses did not seem to be 
relevant; provision on subletting 
would require contract changes; 
and precedent had already been 
set with the National Consumer 
Cooperative Bank and HUD to 
guarantee external organizations 
some control over bylaw changes. 

Masonry Homes Rehab 

The location of sheds and 
whether it is necessary to grade 
around them for drainage was the 
focus of the discussion on phase 
II rehab of the masonry homes. 
Management described the cur¬ 
rent policy which is to move 
sheds away from the unit to pre¬ 
pare for rehab and, on completion 
of the work, to replace sheds 
near their original location, but 
away from the building to allow 
for positive drainage. Many 
members of the board thought 
that this approach creates both 
excessive hardships and aesthetic 
problems. 

Board member Janet Cantwell 
wanted to know why GHI could 
not grade around the aUacbpri 
hed, which is placed next to the 
house? A numoer of otner sop¬ 
tions were suggested, including 
pacing the shed on a sloping 
cement pad to move water from 
r un i the house. Narasimhan 
and GHI staff reiterated that the 
ngineering report supported the 
approach of moving the shed 
away from the unit and grading. 
The board then moved into ex¬ 
ecutive session to finish discus¬ 
sion on this matter since it per¬ 
tained to contract specifications 
already prepared. 

The News Review later learned 
that it was decided to replace 
sheds in the original location or 


“Though carrying the name of 
its birthplace, the Greenbelt 
Cooperative, Ine., board has made 
its decision to divest without con¬ 
sulting its Greenbelt members or 
the City of Greenbelt on the po¬ 
tentially serious negative impact 
it would have on the social and 
economic fabric of our commun¬ 
ity,” States the flyer that S.O.S. 
is circulating to explain the pe¬ 
titions. “Within six weeks the 
community may see the closure 
of food, pharmacy and auto fa¬ 
cilities that have served the com¬ 
munity for nearly five decades. 
This action by the Co-op board 
could 

—Severely limit access to es¬ 
sential services for many Green¬ 
belt senior citizens and other 
center city residents who have 
come to depend on the Co-op 
facilities which are within walk¬ 
ing distance from their homes; 

—Undermine the rich coopera¬ 
tive history and tradition that 
has marked the City of Green¬ 
belt since its inception; and 

—Threaten the future financial 
viability of the overall center city 
shopping area-—the city's first 
shopping center — which would 
lose its leading component of the 
past 46 years (the Co-op Super¬ 
market),” 


in another location upon mem' 
ber's request. 

To handle structural repairs, 
painting and replacement of gut¬ 
ters, a contract for $1,352,996 
with Bakalyar Construction Com¬ 
pany and J. Turner Construction 
Company was approved on first 
reading. Following the second 
reading and final approval, 
work will begin on four test 
buildings. At the end of the test, 
GHI board will review the work 
before beginning the full project. 
The contract covers structural 
repairs on 552 units; painting 
and water blasting on 556 units; 
and replacement of gutters, where 
necessary with copper gutters. 

GHI Rules and Regulations 

A year-long project of review¬ 
ing, codifying and updating GHI 
rules and regulations in all cate¬ 
gories moved further ahead with 
the board's review of the sections 
on “Breakdown of Maintenance 
Responsibilities” and “Minimum 
Maintenance Standards for GHI 
Homes and Yards”. Management 
and the board walked through 
the draft of these sections and 
sought clarification for some 
items, identified information to 
include and information needed. 
When this project is completed, 
members will be issued a new set 
of rules and regulations encom¬ 
passing changes and omissions 
from earlier editions. 

A request for exemption from 
the occupancy clause by a mem¬ 
ber seeking approval for a room¬ 
mate was defeated. The board 
approved a contract for $8,629 to 
cover tree trimming and removal 
for a year. A committee to over¬ 
see the selection of this year's 
outstanding employee was ap¬ 
pointed,

Two successive week-end visits to the Utopia Theatre 
produced a mixture of emotions. The first was delight, 
Both “Barefoot in the Park” and “Mary . . . Mary . . ” 
were wonderful, light-hearted comedies which made us feel 
good. The performers really lived their roles, flitting across 
the small stage with infectious enthusiasm. 

This brings us to the second emotion. Sadness. Where 
were the people? Both nights, a Saturday and Friday, on 
week-ends following rave reviews in the newspaper, there 
were approximately 50 people in the audience, barely filling 
the first 10 or so rows of seats. Playing to such a sparsely- 
filled theatre cannot be rewarding for the actors or actress¬ 
es. It is even less fun for the audience, which needs the 
camaraderie of many voices laughing together to truly en¬ 
joy the comedic scenes. 

But, more importantly, what does it say for our com¬ 
munity to have so few in attendance? Is the admission 
price too high at $4.00? Are the productions not suited to 
our tastes? Are we bound and determined to be in the 
mode of picking up the pieces when a brave venture fails? 
Like the Co-op Supermarket or the late Twin Pines Savings 
and Loan (now Community Savings and Loan), will we be 
scrambling to save yet another cooperative organization in 
a few months or years hence, rather than see a vacant 
building or a health spa or some undesirable occupant in 
the Center? 

As the star of “Mary . . . Mary . . took her bow 
Friday night, her unsmiling face seemed to cast a darkened 
cloud over the audience. We have mourned the passing of 
too many institutions important to our survival as a caring 
community. 

So the next time you think of going to the movies or 
even staying at home to watch another trite sitcom on TV, 
why not check the News Review to. see what’s playing at 
the Utopia Theater? Then call a friend or a neighbor to 
join you. Or how about organizing a court or block party 
to attend a show.? You might be surprised. Two outstand¬ 
ing theatrical productions went practically unnoticed by a 
substantial number of Greenbelters. It was a great loss. 
But the greater loss may be at our doorstep. Supporting 
the Utopia Theater can only bring us rewards — in enter- 
tainment and community pride. _

Delegation Rejects HB-413 

This year's effort by delegates to the Maryland Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, including Joan Pitkin (D., 23rd), to rein¬ 
state all of Article VII (planning and zoning) of the County 
Charter again failed to gain the aproval of the Prince Ge¬ 
orges Delegation. The vote was 13 to 7 to give the bill 
(H.B.-413) an unfavorable report. 

Of the three delegates who rep- At the County Affairs subcom- 
resent Greenbelt, Pitkin, a strong mittee meeting last Wednesday, 
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supporter of the bill voted “no,” 
Jerry Devlin, a leader of the op¬ 
position, voted “yes.” Charles 
“Buzz” Ryan, who as delegation 
chair votes only in case of a tie, 
did not vote. 

Strong support for H.B.-413 
at the public hearing, held last 
December in Prince Georges 
County, came from civic organi¬ 
zations including Citizens for 
Greenbelt (CFG). More than 30 
individual presentations, including 
those of Greenbelters Eunice Cox- 
on and Charles Hagelgans, were 
made at that time. CFG also 
mounted a significant telephone 
campaign this past week in sup¬ 
port of the hill. Their interest 
centers around provisions that 
would allow greater citizen in¬ 
volvement in zoning and planning 
and tighter controls especially 
on large scale development. The 
hill provides for citizen petiti ms 
to bring to referendum any mas¬ 
ter plan, sectional map amend¬ 
ment, or amendments to the zon¬ 
ing ordinances for the county and 
give Citizens Associations stand¬ 
ing to take zoning appeals to 
court. With Greenbelt's long his¬ 
tory of zoning battles its citizens 
are particularly sensitive to the 
issues involved. 


a dozen leading developers, plan¬ 
ners and those who finance large 
development, and county govern¬ 
ment officials including County 
Council Chairman Floyd Wilson 
and Councilman Richard Castaldi, 
spoke against the bill. Their con¬ 
tention was that most of Article 
YII was written into the county 
law and that those items omitted 
are no longer needed as the zon¬ 
ing excesses of the *60 *s have 
largely been overcome. They felt 
the future of Prince Georges 
County lies in attracting large- 
scale, quality development. Such 
development, they stated, would 
be strangled by the constraints 
of H.B.-413. The subcommittee 
reported the bill unfavorably to 
the full delegation by a vote of 
5 to 1. 

The Greenbelt City Council has 
the matter on its February 27 
agenda. Council will receive a 
report from the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board. 

Councilman Thomas White has 
publicly supported H.B.-413. In 
the January 26 issue of the 
News Review he wrote, in a letter 
to the editor, the bill would 
“. . . strengthen the role played 
by local communities in the land 
use and master plan process. , .

Council Authorizes Purchase 
Of Five New Police Vehicles

The Greenbelt city council authorized the purchase of 
five new police cars for a total cost of almost $49,000 at its 
regular meeting Feb. 6. 

The new cars, Ford LTD Crown Victorias from Koons 
Auto of Annapolis, will cost $9,736.54 each. According to 
James K, Giese, city manager, the state of Maryland has 
not yet made its award for police vehicles but is seriously 
considering the Annapolis dealer. 

Giese said that Police Chief suggested that if a car is needed 


William T. Lane, who has re¬ 
viewed the state and county bids, 
has recommended that the city 
purchase the LTD’s, which have a 
351 high output engine and no 
exceptions to specifications. 

The county awarded its bid to 
Glenmont Chrysler/Plymouth for 
a Plymouth Grand Fury, which 
has a smaller engine and two 
exceptions to specifications. With 
a spotlight and rear mounted 
lights as options, this car costs 
$9,716.02. 

The city budget provides for 
the purchase of four new police 
cars to replace older vehicles. It 
also provides $7,500 for the pur¬ 
chase of an administrative staff 
car. The current administrative 
staff car, a 1971 model, is 
thought, by some, to be unsafe. 

Because it is not possible to 
buy an acceptable new car for 
$7,500, Giese introduced a reso¬ 
lution to “. . . authorize the nego¬ 
tiated purchase at auction of a 
used automobile for use by the 
city's administrative staff.” Un¬ 
der this proposal the purchase 
could not exceed $7,500. 

Giese said a used car could 
be purchased at auction with 
“substantial savings,” He said 
a used car would be acceptable 
because it would receive “light 
use.” 

But councilman Richard Pilski 


for the administrative staff, the 
city should buy a new one and 
if the administrative staff car is 
unsafe, the city should “get rid 
of it” 

Council finally rejected the pro¬ 
posal to purchase a used car and 
favored buying an additional new 
car because they feared a used 
car might C09t more in the long 
.run with unforeseen maintenance 
costs. By purchasing five new 
cars instead of four new police 
cars and one used car, council 
plans to “early retire” an exist¬ 
ing police car and make it avail¬ 
able for administrative staff use. 
Council felt this move would 
eliminate the risk involved in 
buying a used car because the 
city has complete records of its 
vehicles. 

Council also accepted, for first 
reading, an amendment to the 
Greenbelt City Code which would 
allow for the issuance of munici¬ 
pal infractions citations. This 
ordinance is necessary to pro¬ 
vide enforcement capabilities for 
a new city animal control ordi¬ 
nance. 

The citations would require the 
payment of fines or the notice of 
intent to stand trial. If neither 
is received within 20 days, the 
fine becomes twice the original 
fine. If this is not paid within 
15 days, the city will request

reservations suggested 


that the case go before the Dis¬ 
trict Court for trial. 

A municipal infraction is not 
a criminal violation, but the ac¬ 
cused would receive the same 
rights as for a criminal case. 

The new city animal control 
ordinance, which, according to 
Giese, should be submitted to 
council at its next regular meet¬ 
ing, will be “comparable with and 
supplemental to” existing and 
proposed county ordinances. 

The animal control ordinance, 
according to Giese, will provide 
for three ways of enforcement: 
civil fines to be paid to the city, 
referral to the Prince Georges 
Animal Control Commission, and 
declaring the violation to be a 
misdemeanor. The third proce¬ 
dure would require citations and 
arrest procedures as established 
by the state of Maryland. 

Boxwood Bus Shelter 

Council also heard Joe Isaacs, 
president of the Boxwood Civic 
Association, who inquired about 
a bus shelter promised by council 
for the intersection of Lastner 
Lane and Crescent Road. 

“The bus shelter is here,” said 
Giese, “It has not been installed 
in part because it's too cold” to 
pour the shelter's concrete base. 

Giese also said an appropriate 
location must still be chosen be¬ 
cause the usual location—between 
the sidewalk and roadway—puts 
the shelter too close to the road¬ 
way for safety. 

Isaacs, also representing the 
‘Save Our Services” Citizens 
Committee (S.O.S.), requested 
and received permission to place 
a drop-box for S.O.S. petitions 
in the lobby of the Municipal 
Building.
